Specifically, the Examiner's Answer states that the drawings must show every feature of the 
invention specified in the claims 40, 63, 64, and 68. 

Issues 1 and 2 of Appellants' Appeal Brief, filed January 21, 2003, contain arguments 
that claims 40, 63, 64 and 68 comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph.

The Board of patent Appeals and Interferences will determine, in issues 1 and 2, whether claims 
40, 63, 64 and 68 are supported by the specification. Appellants submit that the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences' decision regarding issues 1 and 2 of the Appeal Brief will determine 
whether the drawing corrections or corrected drawings sought by the Examiner are required on 
remand. 

Attorney for the Appellants contacted the Examiner on April 25, 2003 to discuss the 
Examiners objection to the drawings, quoted above. During the telephone call, the Examiner, 
Jimmy Nguyen, agreed that Appellant's did not need to file a drawing correction or corrected 
drawings to maintain the Appeal.
